Plant Tulips about six inches deep in a well drained 
soil enriched with bonemeal. Their principal enemy is 
mice. Mice can be controlled by edging the planting with 
12 inch, small mesh hardware cloth (buy it at any hard- 
ware shop), leaving about 2 inches above ground. Mice 
have a tendency to follow, rather than climb, obstruc- 
tions. If a smart mouse climbs the wire you'll see his 
hole. Pour water down it. He’ll drown. If he comes out, 
pop him with a stick. When Tulips start to flower be sure 
to keep them very wet. That’s all we know about the 
care of Tulips. 


Narcissi (Daffodil is merely the common name for this 
lovely group) are highly satisfactory bulbs in that they 
last for years, are attacked by no disease. In five to 
ten years they may need thinning—you’ll have about five 
times your original supply. Do not plant on ground that 
doesn’t drain well; that is our only stern caution. Cut all 
the flowers you want but let the tops wither back (they 
don’t have to turn brown) before cutting them.

Each variety likes to be 
planted a specific depth and each planting depth 
is reported below. Don’t load Lilies with lime and 
don’t over-fertilize. Most garden Lilies are not 
very fond of lime and no plant likes to be force fed. 
There you are, so now you can go out and grow 
Lilies. 

Here’s a hint. Plant them in a bed by themselves 
and underplant with white Petunias or any other 
neutral annual. You will have a very beautiful gar- 
den.

TULIPA. In the past twenty-five years there have been 
great changes in Tulips—blooms have become more 
colorful, stems are as strong as sticks, the color 
range is now the rainbow. The newer forms are not 
as well known as they should be, and it’s rather too 
bad because they are about the same price as older 
varieties. We have tried to pick the cream of the 
new crop, but in doing it we have not been able to 
hold down the list—there are just too many beauties 
that can’t be left out of a modern collection. We 
urge planting tulips in mass by variety, or in two 
varieties that complement each other in color. To 
mix tulips successfully each colored bulb should be 
surrounded with three or four of a white variety. 
Don’t plant tulips in the same place for over three 
years. It’s best to relegate last year’s bulbs to the 
cutting garden, get new bulbs for bedding work. 


T. BOTANICAL. Here are Tulips that can be naturalized 
and thrive indefinitely. Here, also, is something dif- 
ferent in Tulips, something every garden doesn’t 
have. Forms range from the exotic to extremely deli- 
cate, so note descriptions and heights carefully. 
Some of these bulbs are very small but plant them 
all at least 7 inches deep and enrich the bottom of 
the hole with bonemeal. Like all Tulips they require 
good drainage, full sun.

They are not 
in commerce because American labor costs are too high 
to make their reproduction economical. Also, because 
they are unknown, no ready demand exists for them. But 
regardless of cost or demand we decided long ago to 
have these plants contract-grown for us abroad in low- 
labor-cost countries, and to import them. 

A few experimental shipments proved that the plants 
could be transported safely. However, to be absolutely 
sure they are alive when they reach you, we do not offer 
first season imports, but grow them on for one to three 


years before shipping them. Also, many kinds, like 
Berberis, are admitted by the government only under 
two-year quarantine. You are therefore doubly protected 
—you get vigorous stock, and get it disease free. Yes, 
this makes plants in this list somewhat more expensive 
than ordinary varieties, but rare and unusual and hard- 
to-get things always cost a little more. However, a quick 
comparison of these prices with the cost of ordinary trees 
and shrubs reveals they are not expensive at all; some 
are actually under the price of ordinary varieties. 

These trees and shrubs move well only when small. Fact 
is any plant, rare or ordinary, transplants best when 
young. Americans, used to “big-package-buys” in break- 
fast foods to automobiles, find this hard to get used to. 
But to repeat: nursery stock, unless purchased as balled- 
and-burlapped, guaranteed specimens at really top 
prices, should be strong and good, never large.

YOUR LAWN 


Don’t think that all there is to a nice lawn is fine-grading 
the site, planting the grass, watering it and mowing it. 
Maintaining a good lawn requires care and money— 
lots of both—and if you haven’t the time and don’t want 
to spend the money, the best advice you can take is to 
just cut the natural grass (and weeds) you can’t keep 
from coming up, anyway. (See Page 19 for Special Grass 
Seed.) 

On the other hand, if you are after a deep velvety 
turf follow these directions: 


New Lawns 


Be sure you have six inches of topsoil; topsoil rich in humus 
(old manure dug in). Don’t fool around testing it for acidity— 
put on 25 pounds of lime per 1000 square feet. (Too much 
lime will give you too much clover.) Rake in the lime, and 
water the area Don’t be in a hurry about seeding—you want 
the freshly dug soil to settle. Then put on 50 pounds of 0-10-10 
commercial fertilizer. (This means you have no nitrogen, except 
that already in the soil, bur you do have plenty of phosphorus 
and potash for root and body strength.) Rake it finely and 
water the area some more. 

After you can’t stand the look of the barren ground any 
longer rake it lightly. Then seed. Put the seed on so thickly 
that the formerly barren ground looks as if it had been heavily 
salt-and-peppered—like a lamb chop Then, and this is im- 
portant, drag it. Drag it lightly about three times, round and 
round and up and down. This will cover 80 percent of the 
seed to the proper depth—the rest will be too deep or on the 
surface but you can’t do anything about it. Then roll it. (Don’t 
worry about foot marks or indentations; they can be filled in 
later.) And keep it damp. Cut it when grass is about 3 inches 
high and set your mower as high as it will go. (The seed to 
use? If you don’t buy ours, buy what is sold as “Shady Lawn’ 
seed. These mixtures contain better grasses than run-of-mill or 
so-called sunny-location grass mixtures.) 


At this point all you have is a very young lawn. It should 
be cut three times a week and your mower should never be 
set lower than 194-2 inches—the latter is better. Do not pick 
up the cut grass. You’ll get some crab grass the first July but 
don’t worry about it. After the fall rains start, sprinkle the 
grass with about 5 pounds of seed per 1000 square feet. Then 
take a bamboo lawn broom and rake the whole area hard. 
Roll, and if the rains fail, keep wet. This will give you thou- 
sands of vigorous, small seedling grasses. 

Early the next spring use 25 pounds of Milorganite to 
1000 square feet. (Use a “potato” fertilizer if you can’t get 
Milorganite or some other organic material.) By early we mean 
just after frost or before the grass gets green. Then use one 
pound of seed per 1000 square feet, broom and roll as above. 
The next September follow the same procedure and ditto every 
spring and August thereafter. 


Quite a job, isn’t it? But your reward is a deep, velvety 
lawn and we thought that was what you were after. 


About Old Lawns 


An old lawn can be refurbished without digging it up. The 
trick here is to seed, broom and roll spring and September year 
after year. (Fertilize each spring and seed spring and fall.) If 
broad-leaved plants like dandelion and plantain are present 
dig them out or kill with 2-4D. 


Notes on Crabgrass 


Crabgrass is no problem on a well-kept lawn. Heavy, benign 
grasses give Crab no room to get started—an annual, it does 
not germinate until late June or July. It is shallow-rooted and 
simply cannot get started in a thick lawn. In our opinion 
Crabgrass killers (some do actually kill it) are a waste of time 
and money—they cannot substitute for properly kept grass and 
cost more than a good lawn in the long run.

and descriptions of hybrids widely grown. Defini- 
tions also cover common garden terms. Unlike most 
once-over-lightly books for amateurs, these fine 
scientific volumes take the trouble to list and define 
mulch, pricking out, June drop, etc., etc. This dic- 
tionary is indispensable for the serious gardener; 
certainly every garden club should have one for 
reference.
